HE PUBLIC service in British Columbia 
sustained another serious setback with 
the sudden passing yesterday of Dr. 
W. A. Carrothers, head of the Coal and 
Petroleum Products Control Board and 
chairman of the Public Utilities Commission 
Coming so soon after the death of Mr. W. F. 
Kennedy, former liquor commissioner, the 
news came as a shock to those in provincial 
government circles and to a hos of friends 
Although he held two difficult and unpopular 
positions under the Crown in the province 
Dr. Carrothers was held in the highest 
regard personally for his sterling qualities 
of character. A noted political economist 
his place will not be easily filled 
Born in Northern Ireland, Dr. Carrothers 
came to this country as a young man and 
was educated in Manitoba. He won the 
D.F.C. and the Belgian Croix de Guerre as 
a Canadian pilot with the Reyal Flying 


Corps in the First World War, and returned 
to a brilliant scholastic career in Canada. 
Professor of Economics at Saskatchewan 
ind British Columbia Universities between 
1921 and 1934, in the latter year he was 
made chairman of the B.C. Economic Council 
at the beginning of his long association with 
the provincial civil service. He prepared 
this province's case before the Rowell Com- 
mission, which has long been held as a model 
of its kind 

For the last 10 years Dr, Carrothers was 
chief administrator of the government's 
nonopoly-control legislation as the head of 
the fuel and utilities boards, the most con 
tentio and difficult responsibility in the 
provincial service. It speaks volumes for his
